HER LAST HOPE VANISHED. 



In Her Controversy With Great Hritaln 
There I* but Three Course* Open, to Fay 
the Indemnity, to Permit the Occupation 
of Corinto, or lo r ight— British Troops 
Ready to 



Washington, April 20.— Nicaragua' 
lust hope of assist auce from the United 
States in her controversy with Great 
Britain to prevent the seizure of Co 
riuto, vanished yesterday afternoon 
Dr. Guzman, Niearaguan minister 
who had been waiting with intense 
anxiety to see Secretary Greshaiu, was 
finally successful about 3 o'clock when 
the secretary came into the department 
from the White House, where he had 
been in consultation with President 
Cleveland, presumably on the same sub- 
ject. 

The interview was very short. In 
five minutes the minister emerged from 
the secretary"* office, looking very de 
pressed. He refused to say a word as 
to what had taken place, but it can be 
stated that the M -retary gave hiiuto un- 
lit island very clearly that the United 
States would not interfere in the case 
x as it stands. So there are now three 
• courses open to Nicaragua, namely to 
pay the indemnity; to permit the occu 
pation of Corimo or to fight, and tiie 
next tew horns must find the choice 
declared, lor the British troops are 
ready to Land at Corinto. 

As already stated m the Associated 
Press dispatches, the position taken by 
•lie president in this matter that the 
dispute is one entirely between Great 
Britain and Nicaiagua, in winch the 
United States has no call lo interfere 
uniess tnere should be committed acts 
injurious to American nr.eresis in Nica- 
ragua, or there should be shown a dis- 
position by Great Britain to acquire 
Niearaguan territory. On each of the 
points a favorable assuranec hits been 
had from Great Britain and it is said all 
that can now be done is to watch the 
course of event. 

This decision was not hastily reached, 
for the entire subject or' oar relations to 
the countries of Central and South 
America WW considered and discussed 
very caiefully by ti:e president and his 
COUStitntfOUal N ivi.ters, and there has 
been made a close scMtiuy of the pre- 
cedents that might sutnee lor onr guid- 
ance. Thaw nuve been found in at 
least three cases. The first was fully 
set out in the message of President Bu- 
chanan to congress in 1880, :ti tnat por- 
tion relating to Paraguay, 

FOX several years preceding this mes- 
sage the Uuiteu ouues had great diffi- 
culty in maintaining friendly relations 
with Paraguay, the latter country bein 
then under the iron dictatorship of Dr. 
Lope.'., who wa» carrying out a policy 
of excluding ttio rest of the world from 
his eoun;ry by the most drastic meas 
area. He had, as President Buchanan 
stated, upon the most tnvoious and 
even lusuiung pretext! refused to ratify 
the treaty of friendship and commerce, 
concluded with Paraguay had .»e/.ied 
and appropriated the property of Amer 
lOM citizens residing in the country in 
a violent and arbitrary manner, and 
finally the Paraguayans had tired upon 
tne United States steamship Water 
witch in lh.V) and killed the helmsman 
while the vessel was makiug a peaceful 
survey of the Parana river to determine 
its fitness for steam navigation. 

The honor as well as the interests of 
the United States demanded satisfaction 
and the president being clothed by 
congress with necessary power sent a 
naval expedition upon the Parana river 
to tl.e capital of Paraguay uiid com- 
pelled ampie apologies from the presi- 
dent and the payment of an indemnify 
of 810,000 to the family of the seaman 
who was killed and finally secured the 
ratification of the treaty. 

The application ut tins case to the 
Nicaragua!! situation is not exact, but 
it is regarded as committing the United 
States to the recognition of the prine' 
pie of fir right to demand an indem- 
nity lor the abuse of the United States 
officers, »oid therefore we could not con- 
listen tl\ deny the same right to Great 
Britain. 

The second case, which was relied 
upon as a precedent, grew out of the 
difficulties encountered by Spain. 
France aud Great Britain in their relf- 
tious with Mexico in 1800. These n .- 
tious asserted that they had been placed 
by the arbitrary and vexatious conduct 
of Mexico under the necessity of exact- 
ing for the authorities of that country a 
more effective protection for the per- 
sons and properties of other states, as 
well as tne execution of obligations 
conuected with them by Mexico, 
and therefore they had combined to 
effect their ends by force if need be. 

The United States which had similar 
grievances against Mexico was invited 
to join these European nations iu fore- 
iug their demands upon Mexico. This 
invitation was declined by the United 
States, which was then in the throes of 
civil war, but the significant point in 
the case is found in this declaration by 
Secretary Seward: 

"As the undersigned has heretofore 
had the honor to inform each of the 
plenipotentiaries now addressed, the 
president does not fee] himself at liber- 
ty to qoestion and he does not question 
that the sovereigns reprei nfed have 
undoubted right to decide for them- 
selves the fact whether they have sus- 
tained grievances, and to resort to war 
against Mexico for the redress thereof 
aud have also a right to levy the war 
severally or jointly. The United States 
have ade*m interest which, however. 



they are happy to believe is an uiteres 
held by them in common with the higl 
contracting powers and with all othe 
civilized stares, that neither of th 
Sovereigns by whom the convention ha> 
been coin hided shall si-ek or obtain inv 
acquisition of territory or any advaii 
rage peculiar to itself and not equally 
left open to the United States auc 
every other civilized state, within the 
territories of Mexico aud especially tha 
neither one or all of the contracting 
parties shall as a result or consequence 
of the hostilities to be inaugurated uu 
der ( he convention exercise in the sub 
sequent aftuirs of Mexico influence cal 
culated to impair the right of the Mexi 
can people to choose and freely to con 
st u ute the form of its own govern 
mens," 

It appear; that these stipulation* 
were acknowledged by the contracting 

Earties to thn PWtlsfa -tion of President 
Jnooltt, although it Was found neces 
sary after the close of our own war to 
take steps to expel Maximiliian from 
Mexico. 

The third precedent was found in the 
case of the war bf ween Spain and 
Chili in 1860. when upon being ap- 
pealed to in behalf of Chdi in the name 
of the Monroe doctrine to prevent the 
bombardment of Valparaiso, Secretary 
Beward w.ote to United States Minis- 
ter Kilpatrick at Santiago as follows: 

"The government of the United States 
will maintain and insist that decision 
and energy which are compatible with 
pat existing neutrality that the repub- 
lican government which is accepted by 
anyone of those (South American; states 
shall not be wantonly assailed, and 
that it shall not be subverted as an end 
of a lawful war by European powers 
but beyond this poiiit the United States 
government Will not go nor will con- 
sider itself hereby bound to take part in 
wars in which a South American re- 
public may enter with a European 
sovereign, where the object of the latter 
is not the establishment iu place of a 
subverted republic of a monarchy under 
a European prince." 
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Upon these precedents rests the de- 
cision of the administration to refrain 
!i evference between Great Brit- 
1 Nicaragua at this stage of the 
lingn, 

In behalf of Nicaragua, though with- 
out success, it would appear that it has 
been urged that the occupation ofC>- 
rinto by the British troops would be in 
direct violation of the Ciayton-Bulwer 
treaty between the United States and 
reat Britain, A provision of that 
"ary prohibits British occupation of 
Central American territory. Article i 
covenants that the United States and 

Ureal Britain agree "thai neither will 
aver erect or maintain any fortifications 

commanding the Nicaragua canal or in 
Uie vicinity thereof, or occupy, or forti- 
fy, or co.onize, or assume, or exercise 
any dominion over Nicaragua, Costa 
Hica, the Mosquito coast or any part of 
' uitral America." 

it is pointed out that this is even 
more binding than the Monroe doctrine, 
B1 the latter is a principle usserted by 
the United Stares while the treaty is an 
greement to which Great Britain is a 
parry. There have lx>en individual 
claims on both sides of the water that 
the Clayton Bulwer treaty was abro- 
gated, yet the governments have never 
formally abrogated it. A resolution 
was introduced in the last senate to ab- 
rogate it, indicating that those who op- 
pose it consider it iu force, The terms, 
it is held, appear to be very definite 
against Great Britain "occupying" Mf 
"exercising" any dominion over Nica- 
ragua.. 

The Port Reported Closed.

FIRE. 

That Commissioner Seymour 
Would Front By, 
Washinui s, April 20.— The recent 
fire in the iteut office has had the 
effect of ci. iug reuewed attention to 
the system by which patent office re 
ports are stored and sold. Pateut Com- 
missioner Seymour has repeatedly en- 
deavored to obtain congressional au- 
thority to change these methods, but so 
fur without success. 

At present whenever a patent is issued 
a description must he printed and bound 
with a drawing of the device. It is iji 
po slide to tell at the time how great a 
demand there will be for copies of the 
pamphlet, mid the regular rule is to 
print 100 copies of each 

Some of these are distributed to state 
aud government libraries aud to a few 
other places, aud the great majority are 
stored to await purchasers. Iu mar.' 
cases only a lew copies are called for, 
while iu others the whole addition is 
rapidly exhausted and a new one has to 
be printed. 

Some times a patent will lie almost 
unnoticed for years and then there will 
be a tremendous demand for it. For 
instance, in the case of the Berliner 
telephone patent the original 10Q copies 
last for years and then over 2,000 more 
were asked for within a very short time. 
Between 500,000 and 600,000 patents 
huve been issued and there are esti- 
mated to b- .50,000,000 copies of the 
specifications for these stored iu the 
pateut office, many of which will never 
be called for. Some of these copies 
were destr- \*ed in the recent fire. 
Owing to the small size of the 
editions printed the actual cost 
of producing these reports is about 3 
cents a copy Allowing for the number 
rli.it are never sold iu many cases, the 10 
cents for which they are sold is con- 
sidered a fair price where single copies 
only are dif-.iosed of. ^

Donald's extensive tobacco factory on 
Ontario street, East, was partially de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday ( veiling. The 
loss will reach 1600,000, on which there 
is no insurance. There was no fire es- 
cape on the outside nor any appliances 
on the inside of the buildina for the 
fighting of fire. Eveu the windows 
wen- guarded by heavy iron screens, 
presumably to prevent theft. 

The fire started at 5 p. m. in the dry- 
ingroom and for a while smouldered 
Then suddenly the dames burst out and 
a most awful panic ensued There were 
000 employes in the building, and more 
than hall of this number were Women 
and girls. The ihrieka Of the women 
us they beat against the iron screens 
praying to the crowd to got something 
to save them were most heartrending 
As the fiauies burst out there were 
three Bremen an the roof, and for fully 
20 minutes their lives were endangered 
till dually ladders were found to bring 
them down Thry were badly burned. 

The girls were nearly all on the fourth 
floor. When the first wild rush tot th' 
stairway occurred the passageway Was 
solidly packed, and many faiun 1 an i 
fell turner the feet of tht trensied 
crowd. 

Then a mad rush was made for the 
winnows. But the crowd forgot about 
the heavy iron screens which guarded 
that means of egress. Frantic wouiyu 
tore their hands beating against the

SUPREME COURT'S ACTION. 

The Whole Que.tinu nf the llMMMUS Tas 
Will Again M<- Argued. 

Washington, April M.— When the 
United Status supreme court on May I 

■gain takes up the income tax question 

it will once more go into the merits of 
all the points involved, aud wiil not, as 
its order made Tuesday, apparently 
stated, oonfine the argument* to the 

question whether or not a rehearing of 

the case shall be granted. 

This unexpected explanation of the 
court's order shows that what it in- 
tended to state iu its ambiguous an- 
nouncement was that it had granted 
the petition for a rehearing, and, if the 
bench was full on the date named, 
would reopen the eases on May 0. This 
order of the court, it is stated, was 
drawn hastily, aud it was not noticed 
at the time tnat it was ambiguous and 
apparently justified the conclusion that 
the court had decided simply to hear ar- 
gument on the questiou of granting 
rehearing. 

i One explanation now given of the 
court order is that it wus purposely 
made somewhat indefinite iu terms be 
cause of the possibility of Judge .luck 
sou not being able to be present, and 
that on this account the court did not 
wish to ma te a more positive order un- 
certain of his attendance. 

The Justices are quite perturbed at 
the premature publication of the con- 
clusion of the court in this case, and at 
their unfortunate wording of the order 
of the court, and when asked for a defi- 
nite and authoritative statement of the 
status of the case, lit i lo satisfaction 
could lie obtained from the justice* 
now, from the desire of th;- public and 
officials for information.

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CHARLOTTE 'S CO NFLAGRATION. 

A Numlivr of Firms Hunted Out, Entailing 
a Loss of SI '4.1,00O. 

Chaklottk. N. C, April 26.— At t-.:ii) 
o'clock yesterday afternoon fire was dis 
covered in the third story of the big 
brick warehouse of Sanders & Black 
wood ou Coll :ge street in the section ou 
OOpied by the wholesale department of 
Brown, Weddington & Company The 
wareroom was storetl with wagons aud 
wooden tfoods, aud the origin of the fire 
is not known Howell, Orr & Com 
pany occupy two-thirds of the upper 
floor as a cotion storage room. 

The building is a very tall one and 
the telegraph lines that run in front of 
it hampered the firemen aud there was 
considerable delay in running up the 
extension ladder aud getting the hose 
to the windows. By that time the 
smoke was pouring forth in great vol- 
umes, the upper part of the building be- 
Ugi ar times, entirely hidden from 
view Thus started one of the heaviest 
tires in Charlotte's history. In one 
hour's time the great warehouse was a 
muss of ruins. 

The stores of Harrisou Watts, W. O. 
Bur well and H. G. Springs wereburiu- 1 
the stores of W. Brown, B. T. Scar- 
boro, J A Overcash, Southern Chem 
ical company, H- U. Linkheld Brothers, 
tt. A Duncan, W H. Hoover and the 
offices of J. H. Sloan <fc Company were 
crushed in by falling walls. The livery 
stables aud saloons opposite Howell Orr 
& Company were repeatedly ablaze, but 
were saved. The loss is not less thau 
$1911,000, partly covered by insurance.

The 
defense believes it has a case against the 
clergyman, and will try to show that ho 
and not Durant killed both Miss Wil- 
liams and Miss Lament. On the day 
preceding the fiuding of Blanche La- 
ment's body her aunt, Mrs. Noble, re- 
eeived a paper containing the rings worn 
by the missing girl. On the paper were 
written the names of George B. King 
and Professor Scherusteiu, the apparent 
object being to connect these men with 
the girl's disappearance. 

Experts declare the writing to be 
the disguised hand of Durant. In court 
yesterday, counsel for the defense re- 
quested ftev. Dr. Gibson to write the 
Barnes of King and Scherustein. The 
minister did so, but asked twice 
how to spell Sohernstein's name. 
Gibsou was calm aud collected on tne 
stand aud was a good witness. Nothing 
tangible against him was brought 
out by cross-examination and iiis 
testimony was concluded. 

Alfred o. McElery, aged 18, testified 
that on Saturday evening, the 12th, he 
observed a man resembling Durant 
waiting on the corner near the church. 
Soon a young woman came along. The 
nnu approached her and shielded hei 
with his shoulder from witness' obser\ a 
tion. Soou afterwards witness, who 
had passed on. noticed a light moving 
in the church. The testimouv was 
corroborated by Bert Miuer, McElery 's 
companion. 

The other evidence adduced was the 
same as thai given at the inquest. The 
examination was continued at the re- 
quest of the distinct attorney. 

Durant has secured a desk and an 
easy chair in his cell, and spends his 
time in Studying his notes for his medi- 
d examiiiution.

It 
is claimed the explosives are for the use 
of the Juragna Iron Ore company of St. 
Jago. The company's magazines at St. 
JagO were discovered by the insurgeuts 
a few weeks ago and thousands of 
pounds of powder stolen, and an at- 
tempt may be made to capture the 
Kydalwater before she roaches St Jago.

In the 
silver countries the per capita is way 
down, being only in China, as against 
?24 in the United States."

At a meeting of the Louisville Board 
of Trade since then, Mr. Rosel Weissinger 
referred to the above and said ! 

"Now what does this mean. What place did 
silver have in our monetary system prior to the 
disastrous' aet of 1ST.T.' For nulte ten years t 
fore 1>7:1 we were on a greenback basis, and had 
neither gold nor silrer in our money system 
But he evidently does not Intend to advise ua to 
|0 back to the times of greenback inllatlon. 

' Docs he menu to restore the silver doliar to 
coinage as it was prior to 1*73, without examlna 
tion of the history of ourcoluage legislation, orof 
our currency.' This would certainly uot be very 
reasouab.e. No one would for a moment think 
of such a step unless his mind was in such • 
state of rage over the 'crime of 1873' to be in 
rapable of ordinary prudence. 

'An examination of history will show that 
this couutry had silver monometallism until 
UN, and after is;:* an.i until the war It had gold 
monometallism. 

"In 1792 free coinage of gold and silver was 
established at the ratio of is to 1. This was the 
market ratio at the time, and for a few years and 
to some extent gold and silver were coined for 
circulation contemporaneously. In a short 
time, certainly as early as 1810, the market ratio 
changed, and silver became the cheaper metal 
Gold at once ceased to circulate or to be coined 
for circulation. The country then had a silver 
currency alone. 

"In KM, history will show the ratio was 
changed to M to L Gold being at this ratio the 
cheaper metal drove the silver money that was 
of full weight and legal teuder out of circulation 
The country weut upon a gold basis, and gold be- 
came the money of the couutry. 

"In MM, because stiver had almost entirely 
disappeared, even to the extent that there was 
great lack of small change, the uominal free 
coinage Jwas stopped as to all coins less than a 
dollar. They were debased in value, made sub- 
sidiary, and given a legal tender power of only 
V>. The nominal right to coin silver dollars re 
mained on the statute | but this law had been a 
dead letter since 1S34. because the sliver dollar 
was worth several cents more than a dollar in 
gold. Practically then silver was demonetized 
in MM, 

"The above Is history. To talk about 'restor- 
ing silver,' etc., Is clear nonsense. If It should 
be restored to its relative position with respect 
to gold prior to 187:1 It would be so high that it 
could not circulate. To coin it at a ratio that 
would make it cheaper thau gold would at once 
drive out gold from circulation. 

''If, theu, the Senator is a bimetallist and 
abhors equally gold or silver monometallism, 
his proposed free coinage of silver at a ratio of 
b> to 1, when the market ratio Is 32 to I, would 
clearly defeat his efforts to have 'the use of both 
gold and silver on evea terms as the redemr - 
tion money oi this country.' "
